A 250 foot CFD will work great on the lower frequencies. It will load 
up all the way to ten meters but the pattern on the higher bands will have 
many deep nulls. This depends on how high you have it of course. I use an 
88' CFD here and I can go from 80m thru 10m. An excellent tuner for a 
balanced feed line is the Johnson Match Box.

If you have some old foam insulated coax lying around, try using the foam 
with the shield and center conductor removed, then use a big needle to 
punch holes throught it the right distance apart and thread them on the 
wire. To hold it in place, just use a drop of super glue at each 
junction. This makes a very light weight feedline ! Foam RG59 or foam 
mini 8 type of coax works very good because the foam insulator is about 
the right size to work right.

Hi Byron, 


I have seen the article you mention, but I wanted to mention that 
you do not need dual roller inductors. You can build a balanced 
antenna tuner using one roller inductor and one variable cap. 


I have build such a device; it is nothing more than a standard LC 
circuit where I switch the C to either input or output depending 
upon the Z of the antenna system. Just don't ground anything on the 
LC network. 


You will need a Balun from the XMTR to the antenna tuner. For QRP 
work, a type 43 material balun will work fine. Use a BN-43-3202. 
Two turns input and 2 turns output will work from 160 to 10 meters. 


I tested this balun with 5 watts input and measured a loss of about 
half a watt from 160 to 10; a 10 percent loss won't make much 
difference at the receiver end.

Hello to all. I have followed with interest the discussion about front 
panel design and how to do it. 


I have used TinyCad on two occasions and am very pleased with it. TinyCad 
is a schematic drawing program, entry level, and has a fine component 
library with it. I suppose it is called entry level as it does not make 
printed circuit board layouts and so does not have all of the bells and 
whistles like an auto router etc. The file is only 1.6 meg. 


Although it actually is not a drawing program, I didn't let that get in 
my way when I needed to make a front panel template. What I like about it 
is its ease of use. It has a grid scale and that makes it a piece of cake 
to place controls exactly, and you can label them with the font and size 
of your choice. I have yet to figure how to make dials on the panel with 
it, but it is no problem to save the screen, make a .gif out of it, and 
then plunk down a dial on it from another source. 


Again, this is a schematic drawing program. I use the "junction" place 
command to put down markings for my drill points, and that seems to work 
just fine. It makes a little black mark perfect for a drilling guide. 


Clearly this may not to be to every ones liking, but it sure does make a 
spiffy front panel for simple projects. Maximum size of the panel is 
slightly less than the 8 by 11 paper of your computer printer. I would 
think that if you needed a larger front panel than that you wouldn't be 
using this program to begin with! 


TinyCad is open source freeware, meaning it is a work in progress, and 

the version you want is 1.60 or better. Older versions date to 1995 and 
would not be very good for the panel application I have described. This 
program runs smooth as silk on Win98 and I have yet to find a bug in it.

I know it was more than a year ago - can't place the year, but its title 
was "A Balanced Balanced Antenna Tuner" - basically a balun before, anda 
simple L network with 2 rotary inductors, belted together so they track 
each other, one in each leg, and a capacitor in shunt. 


I've applied this idea to more selective tuner networks, like the SPC 
transmatch. See my sub-page http://www.seboldt.net/kOjd/spc.html . Though 
the tuner I used was not symmetrical, I kept it floating from ground and 
put a balun on the input so it saw its design 50 ohms and would behave its 
best. Several articles have suggested this, but there is debate on whether 
this is a true balanced situation. There's even a variant on this idea in 
the 1998 ARRL Handbook (possibly later editions - that's the last one I 
have, being a cheapskate...) 


Other balanced networks may be closer to balanced perfection - my miniature 
Z match is quite nice, and needs only 2 capacitors for adjustment. 


There's always the classic link-coupled balanced tuner, ideas for which are 
in some ARRL handbooks. 


The worst is the common idea of putting a 4:1 balun on the xoutput* of an 
unbalanced tuner - this is seldom a good idea for the multiband balanced 
line approach, since the impedance is usually highly reactive, and a random 
impedance, and the balun may not be at its optimum performance. 


Others will comment too, I'm sure.

It wouldn't come as a huge shock to folks to know that I am a member of 
Australia's principal veteran organisation, the RSL, known as the Returned 


Services League. 


Each month we receive our magazine which has feature stories, anecdotes, 
letters to the editor etc. along with advertisements for funeral homes and 
retirement villages [all familiar?] and so forth. 


This month's issue features a young 102 year old 'Yeoman'. A signalman by any 
other name [a living legend]: 


At the risk of prosecution [copyright], persecution and whatever - allow me to 
relate his story [long]: 


ALBERT FLINT 


[Who did win the battle of Jutland? We spoke to a man with very firm ideas on 
the subject - and he was there] 


Among the crowd at Earlwood-Bardwell Park RSL Club, one small figure stands 
out: smartly dressed, wearing his service medals proudly. Albert Flint is 
fulfilling his daily independent ritual of meeting friends and enjoying a 
healthy meal, washed down occasionally by a glass of port. 


At 102, Albert [all photographs included show from early days - to the present, 
a man of obvious strong personal character, the chin stands out, right from age 
12 to 102] is a legend in the district, always turning up to commemorative 
events, taking part in RSL sub-branch activities, and happy to share his 
memories of a long naval service that began in World War 1. 


"IT was only 12 when I joined my first training ship" he says "and by the time I 
was 14, I was in the Royal Navy as a signal boy. I followed my father into the 
navy. He was on minesweepers. " 


Albert is one of a tiny handful of surviving veterans of the biggest sea battle 
of them all - 31st May, 1916, the Battle of Jutland in the North Sea [or as the 
Germans know it, the Battle of Skagerrak]. It was the only action he saw during 
WW1, but it was enough for a lifetime. 


Albert was on "The Dom": the battleship HMS Indomitable. 


"We struck rough weather and I'll never forget being seasick for half an hour. 
Then I got over it. We were in the Third Battle Squadron. We could only go 25 
knots and were lagging behind. We lost 'Indefatigable', 'Queen Mary' and 

"Inflexible', and if we'd been able to go the same speed, we'd have gone too." 


When she joined the battle, HMS Indomitable engaged the German ships 
'Derfflinger', 'Seydlitz' and 'Pommern', and was soon under fire herself, but, 
remarkably, took no casualties. The teen-aged signal boy was one of those most 
exposed to the enemy shells. 


"I was on the bridge the whole time", says Albert. "I got very nervous - and 
that's what eventually got me discharged, a nervous disability. You couldn't 
see much - there was black smoke everywhere. All the ships were coal burners 
and you couldn't see the signals". 


"It was terrifying. There was just smoke, and all the noise of the guns firing, 
and the ship shaking. I wouldn't want to see another Jutland, that's for sure." 


The Royal Navy fleet, under Admiral John Jellicoe, deployed 28 Dreadnought 
destroyers and 9 battle cruisers at Jutland; the German commander, Admiral 
Scheer, had 16 Dreadnoughts and 5 battle cruisers. 


The British lost 14 ships and 6,784 men compared with German losses of 11 ships 
and 3,058 men. Using those figures, Germany claimed victory. For Britain it was 
a tactical loss but a strategic gain: the Germans remained blockaded in their 
ports for the duration of WW1 and never went to sea again. 


Almost 87 years later Albert Flint has no doubt about Jutland being a British 
victory. 


"They go around saying who won the Battle of Jutland - but who surrendered? 
That's who the loser was". 


[edit - at 102 no one would dare disagree] 


And in his view Admiral Jellicoe was never given due credit. Even today Albert 
is quite passionate on this point. 


"Beatty got all the glory and Jellicoe got was to be made Governor-General of 
New Zealand. But Jellicoe never got all the messages he should have done [sic]. 
You couldn't see the signals - there was no visibility - and there was a real 
mix-up in communications." 


Albert remained on HMS Indomitable for the rest of the war. 


"I have good memories of old 'Dom'. Our sleeping quarters weren't great - we 
had hammocks slung down below decks. And we weren't allowed to smoke on board 
or have a tot of rum until we were 18 - but I used to have a smoke when I was 
ashore!" 


Albert stayed with the Royal Navy after the war and was posted to Malta to join 
the Grand fleet, serving throughout the Mediterranean on a variety of warships, 
including ‘Eagle', 'Seraph', 'Ajax', 'Ramillies', ‘Seaton', 'Hood', 'Vivid', 
'Monarch', ‘Trinidad’ and 'Tedworth'. 


In 1925, as a yeoman, or leading signalman, he agreed to transfer to the Royal 
Australian Navy for what wa supposed to be a two year assignment. 


The journey out was to be significant: asked to assist a female passenger who 
was seasick, he met the woman's daughter and fell in love. Albert and Sarah 
married and had two children; after Sarah's death he remarried but also lost 
his second wife, Amy, due to illness. Today he lives alone, caring for himself. 


Albert spent six years in the RAN, serving on the 'Canberra', 'Cerberus', 
'Brisbane', 'Australia', '‘ANZAC' and ‘Penguin'. After his discharge in 1931 he 
worked as a gatekeeper at Concord Hospital [Vets hospital[, then as a gardener 
at the adjoining Red Cross hostel, until he was 85. 


"I've been back to England twice but it's not the place I knew" says Albert. 
"The house where I grew up in Battersea is still there though." 


Today, as a proud Australian, Albert Flint never fails to observe ANZAC Day and 
Remembrance Day, usually laying a wreath with his sub Branch at the local RSL 
Club. And there is one other day of commemorative significance marked on his 
calendar. 


"21st October is Trafalgar Day and I join other members of the Royal Navy 
Association in laying a wreath at Kirribilli." 


The era of british sea power has long been extinguished, but the proud naval 
tradition born of Trafalgar and Jutland continues to burn brightly in Sydney, 
in the ‘indomitable’ form of Albert Flint. 


[This post pays homage to a very remarkable Albert. It also pays homage to my 
father, Richard [Dick] Purdie, VK2RP, VK3RP, VK2ARP - SK. Yeoman and Signalman 
- RAN 1916 -1928. Wireless Operator, Senior Training Officer, Signals 
Intelligence, Radar - 1930 - 1952]

> The technique in general: 
> - Tin only one pad with the smallest amount of solder. I chose a 
> "central" pad for an IC, otherwise either end of a cap or resistor, etc. 


I always start with a 'corner' of big chips. First I take two 'corners' 
and 
tin the pads. Then I lay down ‘liquid flux’. 


When I position the part, I can tack the corner and examine it carefully 
under the lens to make sure it's right. With the corner tacked down, I 
can 'rotate' the part slightly to make sure it's aligned properly, but I 
don't 

want to bend the lead much. Then I tack the opposing corner, and 

REALLY examine it close. If it needs a bit of alignment, doing the 
corners lets me easily re-align the part. 


Different parts are different degrees of difficulty. But I have 3 parts 
that 

I have to put down regularly, including one that's 100 pins and the leads 
are as wide, if not wider, than the spaces between them.

As you can see it was made with inexpensive (scrounged) materials. 
The #10 copper wire for the inductors was donated from an electrician 
friend. #412 or #414 solid would be easier to find 


and certainly would be easier to keep under tension while winding. 


The two wires shorting out the coil turns are stranded #14. Those going to 
the capacitor are stranded #12. No reason for the 


difference between the two pairs, just what happened to be on hand and 
within reach. 


The tuner was originally built using TEN-TEC's capacitor kit 

(http: //www.tentec.com/tkit.htmé#model1207). The 

one in the pictures is from a junked Command Set transmitter. I am using 
this at the present time because it 

has a lower minimum capacitance that the TEN-TEC unit. Once the tests are 
over the 1207 will be re-installed.

Other antenna tuners well-suited to your application, that are less 
common than the Johnson Matchbox, are the KW Electronics E-zee Match and the 
Harvey Wells antenna tuners. These latter two are Z-match circuits. QRP 
versions of the Z-match are the BLT and the Emtech ZM-2. 

A multi-band antenna tuner designed for feeding open-wire fed doublets 
was described in QST by Lew McCoy in the June 1964 issue. I built a variant 
of this tuner using Horner Kuper's article in the February 1962 issue of QST 
as the basis for muich of the design. 

Should you find that, on some bands, the feedpoint impedance is outside 
the matching range of the antenna tuner you have, it's usually helpful to 
change the length of the feedline a bit. One rule of thumb would say change 
the length by about 1/8 wavelength on athe hughest band of interest. 

Another approach to such an antenna system that MAY allow you to escape 
use of an antenna tuner, or else to revert to today's Tee-match tuners is 
described by W5DXP. You can probabbly "Google" your way to that site.

In general terms, and in my understanding, the terminating resistor goes 
to ground. Look at a Rhombic in any antenna manual, and probably any ARRL 
Amateur Radio Handbook. There are terminated ones and unterminated ones. 
One is unidirectional, the other is bi-directional. Very long wires arranged 
in a V pattern are often called V-beams. They both exhibit similar 
characteristics, so a single very long wire would likely do the same. Long 
wire antennas, as we often use the term, are often just random wire antennas. 

A true "Long Wire" is '‘long' in the sense of multiple wavelengths at the 
operating frequency, and is bi-directional; unless terminated. Then it 
becomes unidirectional with maximum radiation off the terminated end. 


V-Beams and rhombics, when not terminated by a non-inductive 


resistor which matches the impedance, are bi-directional. When the 
termination resistor is added at the end of the antenna opposite the 
feedpoint, the antenna becomes unidirectional with maximum radiation of 
the terminated end. (Radio Amateur Handbook 1972)
